A  Gonorrhoea  is  an  inflammation,  and 

*  fuppurative  difcharge,  from  the  ure¬ 
thra  in  men,  and  the  vagina  in  women. 
The  part  principally  affedted  by  it  in 
men,  is  th t  perils^  which  confifts  of  three 
parts ;  two  corpora  caver nofa ,  lying  on 
each  fide,  and  a  third,  fituated  under- 
neath,  called  corpus  fpongiofum.  urethra. 
Th  is  confifts  of  the  bulb  and  membra¬ 
nous  part,  is  continued  on  to  the  bladder, 
and  terminates,  at  the  other  extremity,  in 
the  corona ,  or  glam  penis . 

The  urethra ,  which  is  the  immediate 
feat  of  this  difeafe,  has  three  glands,  dif- 
covered  by  Cowper ,  and  called  mucous

The  Dodor  further  re¬ 
marks,  hat  there  are  many  weak  and 
delicate ftomachs,  which  cannot  bear  the 
cold  it  produces,  and  others,  in  whom  it 
always  creates  ficknefs  and  naufea.” 

Befides  the  difagreeable  circumftance 
of  taking  great  quantities  of  naufeous 
medicines,  we  find  there  is  the  greateft 
uncertainty,  as  to  their  real  effeds,  on  the 
difeates  they  are  intended  to  remove.  A 
medicine  of  any  kind,  applied  to  blood  in 
a. baton,  may  vifibly  affed  that  fluid,  and 
produce  fome  chemical  or  mechanical  al¬ 
teration  in  it,  yet  being  taken  into  the 
ftomach,  where  it  undergoes  the  different 
procefles  of  digeftion  and  affimilation, 
and  from  thence  into  the  circulation,  it

may  have  a  very  different  effed  on  the 
fyftem  from  what  is  expeded,  or  very 
likely  no  effect  at  all,  owing  to  the  altera¬ 
tions  it  has  undergone.

Amongft  other  medicines  employed  to 
relieve  the  fymptoms  of  Gonorrhoea,  are 
mucilaginous  medicines,  which  are  even  faid 
to  be  capable  of  alleviating  the  pain  ari- 
fing  from  a  ftone  in  the  bladder,  by  enve¬ 
loping  its  furface,and  making  it  uniform¬ 
ly  fmooth,  fo  as  entirely  to  deprive  it  of 
its  afperities,  and  confequently  of  its 
power  of  hurting  the  bladder. 


It  is  difficult  for  one  converfant  with 
the  mechanifm  of  the  human  body,  and 
the  operations  of  medicine,  to  conceive, 
that  a  mucilage  given  by  the  mouth,  will 
arrive  at  the  bladder  in  that  Hate.  We 
are  certain,  indeed,  that  particular  reme¬ 
dies  will  ftimulate  particular  parts  :  bal- 
fam  of  capivi ,  for  inftance,  being  abforb- 
ed,  is  known  to  affeft  the  kidnies  and 
bladder,  by  the  ftrong  odour  it  imparts 
to  the  urine  ;  but  we  do  not  find  this,  or 
any  other  medicine,  except  quickfilver, 
will  pafs  off  in  the  fame  form  in  which 
it  is  adminiftered  by  the  mouth.  This

It  is  now  proved  by  a  variety  of  inge* 
fikrus  experiments,  and  generally  admit- 
ted,  that  the  difeharge  in  a  Gonorrhoea, 
proceeding  from  the  urethra ,  is  not  ptis, 
but  mucus .  Pus  is  the  matter  which  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  wounds  and  ulcers,  but  mucus 
comes  from  furfaces  not  ulcerated,  though 
fometimes  inflamed.  It  is  a  prevailing 
idea  with  fome  perfons,  that  a  Gonor¬ 
rhoea  proceeds  from  ulceration ,  but  the 
late  Dr.  Hunter  often  diffecled  the  urethra 

*  If  the  Inje&ion  fhoitld  not  produce  the  defired  effeett, 
Xf  will  be  right  to  enquire  if  the  urine  pafTcs  freely,  and 
whether  it  divides  into  two  dreams,  or  more  5  and  whe¬ 
ther  it  comes  out  twitted,  like  a  cork  ferew.  In  thefe 
cafes,  it  is  not  likely  the  injection  ttiould  effedl  its  p’-Tpofe, 
being  unable  to  pafs  ;  recourfe  mutt:  therefore  be  had  to 
the  Bougie  to  feftore  the  pattageto  its  natural  Rate.

With  large  and  long  exifting  ulcers, 
the  cafe  is  very  different,  there  being  the 
greateft  reafon  to  apprehend  danger, 
from  the  abforption  of  the  matter  they 
produce,  into  the  circulation.  Writers  of 
good  credit  affert,  that  the  abforption  of 
acrid  pus  into  the  blood,  affefts  all  the 
fluids,  Simulates  the  veffels,  and  is  capa* 
ble  of  producing  violent  diforders,  fucht 
as  putrid  fevers,  &c.  Impreffed  with 
iuch  a  belief,  no  thinking  man,  in  this, 
or  any  age,  would  adopt  a  practice  at  once 
fo  irrational  and  hazardous.  But  a  dis¬ 
charge  from  a  fecreting membrane,  which

It  may  be  neceflary  to  remark,  how* 
ever,  that  the  dofes  employed  fhould  be  fo 
inconfiderable,  as  never  to  a dc  in  a  great¬ 
er  degree  than  flight! y  laxative.  Where 
a  clap  has  continued  long,  and  proved 
obftinate,  I  have  known  fmall  dofes  of  ca¬ 
lomel,,  and  fometimes  of  fublimate,  exhi¬ 
bited  for  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks,  prove 
an  effectual  help  to  the  ufe  of  topical  re¬ 
medies. 

Having  in  general  terms  recommended 
the  cure  of  Gonorrhoea  by  inje&ions,  it 
will  be  expefted  of  me  to  prefent  the  read- 

'  er 
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er  with  fome  of  the  formulae,  which  have 
been  found  adequate  to  that  purpofe.  In 
attempting  this,  it  will  be  impoffible  not 
to  include  many  that  have  already  met 
the  public  eye  ;  though  that  circum- 
ftance  will  fcarceiy  impeach  the  proprie¬ 
ty  of  their  appearance  here.  In  the  pro* 
portions ,  however,  fome  variation  will  be 
found  to  exift  ;  as  I  confefs  I  have  never 
been  able  to  employ  inje&ions  of  any 
thing  near  the  ftrength  that  fome  authors 
recommend.
